1 . The information disclose statement filed 02/06/2004 and 04/12/2004 fails to 

comply with 37 CFR 1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy; each publication or 
that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that portion 
which caused it to be listed. Item Taguchi et al. 'the mahalanobis Taguchi 
system' is missing from the application file. Applicant is required to submit a 
legible copy of 'the mahalanobis Taguchi system'. It has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Prior art cited 

2. Cao et al. (U.S. Patent 6,463,341) discloses an orthogonal functional basis 

method for function approximation is disclosed. Starting with the orthogonal least 
squares method, a new subset selection method for selecting a set of 
appropriate basis functions is explained where, instead of picking a subset from a 
given functional basis, the subset is selected from a combination of functional 
basis evolved from a set of heterogeneous basis functions. The method results 
in a more efficient neural network. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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3. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. 

In the specification of the applicant, page 20, line 1-9: According to the present 
invention, a method of making predictions using Gram-schmidt (GS) variables 
without calculating the Mahalanobis distance is provided. This method is useful in 
situations where the reference group consists of the variables with small or even 
zero standard deviation or variance. In the most extreme case where if 
variables have zero standard then correlation with other variables are not 
possible and hence deviations then correlations calculation of Mahalanobis 
distances is not possible , although variables with zero standard deviations 
represent very important patterns. 

The applicant discloses that when a standard deviation is zero, calculation with 
other variables are not possible, that conflict with claims 1-17 which claims 
calculation of other variable when the standard deviation is zero.
